August 1958, the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation

“In supersession of the Resolution passed by the 
Corporation at its meeting held on the 11th Decem- 
ber, 1952, it is— 

(i) resolved that the Director General, the Insurance 
Commissioner, the Deputy Insurance Commis- 
sioner, the Assistant Insurance Commissioners, the 
Regional Directors, the Deputy Regional Direc- 
tors and the Assistant Regional Directors, 
including the Deputy Regional Directors and 
Assistant Regional Directors Incharge of inde- 
pendant Regions, the Managers and Insurance 
Inspectors, working under the Employees’ State 
Insurance Corporation are hereby authorised to 
institute in the name of the Corporation, suits and 
other legal proceedings necessary in the interest of 
the Corporation and to defend any such proceed- 
ings instituted against the Corporation in all 
courts or tribunals including those established 
under the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948. 

(ii) resolved further that all the officials described in 
resolution (i) above, may represent the Corpora- 
tion in all Courts or Tribunals in cases to which 
the Corporation is a party and may act, appear 
and make applications on behalf of the Corpora- 
tion.”
